Bangladesh - S2 Good news and bad news from Jim 
Smith VK9ONS, who is now in Dhaka, the capital of 
Bangladesh. Jim called March 26th to say he had 
received limited operating permission, good through 
April 5. He will sign S21U, and operate on 14155, 
21255, and 28455 kHz on SSB, and 14020, 21020, and 
28020 kHz on SSB. No RTTY. The bad news is that 
he hasn’t been worked (at least in California) since 
that telephone call. 

Trindade Island - PY@T Leo PP1CZ and Bell PP1YT 
will attempt a short operation from Trindade (SA-10) 
as PY@TA (?) around April 8-10. The exact dates, and 
even whether they can go at all, depend on Brazilian 
Navy transport.

Propagation Watch 

DXers got a good look at the damage a major flare can 
do to the bands. The flares produced by Sunspot Region 
6555 (see last week’s report) included a massive flow of 
protons out from the sun. When this flood of charged 
particles reached the earth on March 24-25, it caused a 
severe disruption of the geomagnetic field. This cut into 
DXing, especially in contrast to the excellent conditions that 
preceded Region 6555. 

Unfortunately for WPX contesters, Region 6555 
continued to act up, even as it rotated around the west limb 
of the sun. The Region produced two major flares on 
March 31, serious enough to cause some HF blackout on 
the sunlit side of the earth. This means more geomagnetic 
activity, and poorer band conditions, in early April. 

Meanwhile, Region 6538 is rotating back in our 
direction. This Region produced a handful of X-class flares 
in early March, and may be a source of trouble over the 
next 10 days. 

VHF DxXers find the solar activity welcome: March 25 
saw some excellent six-meter openings. Look for more VHF 
openings over the next six weeks. 

Should band conditions return to normal, the long path 
on 10 meters is well worth a look. On the west coast, try 06- 
0700Z, and swing your beam back and forth, looking for 
maximum signal strength; it won’t necessarily be 180° off 
the short-path heading.
